city."

West coast, local 
packers

The selling of apples by the un­ 
employed is being held in connec­

"The western apples are put up 
in nice boxes,

Export Vlarkrt Good 
All of the apple* of Hie county 
have been picked and packed, and 
a goodly portion of the crop in the 
county has already been shipped to 
markets 
A large percentage of lo­ 
cal apples is finding its way into 
the export market, 
Mr. 
Rice ex­ 
plained, and prices are very Arm for 
apples being .shipped abroad. 
The 
prices in the domestic market are 
also good but not as firm as those 
for the product thai Is being ex­ 
ported. 
The crop in the county was re­ 
ported to be slightly below the flve- 
year average, but it was not nearly 
as hard hit as some growers first 
believed it would be because of tile 
extended drought through the sum­ 
mer and fall months. 
The canneries in the apple sec­ 
tion are still in operation and prob­ 
ably will continue operation for an­ 
other month. 
The canneries this 
year, received 50 per cent of all the 
apples on the trees earlier in the 
year 
However the percentage ol 
the picked apples was not nearly as 
high. 
The canneries are using the 
culls and the fallen apples, the lat­ 
ter classification being larger than 
usual because of the heavy wind­ 
storm that hit 
the apple section 
shortly before the* crop was ready 
for picking 
The local apples are moving out 
of storage much faster 
this 
year 
than last year, the demand for ap­ 
ples for export being heavier limn 
usual.
